MATRIMONIAL ECONOMY. 
To the Bditor of The Chwage Trebwune : 

JaNzgsviL_z, Wis., Sept. 10.—in common with 
the most of your readers, I have been much in- 
terested in the discursion.of this subject; and 
particularly in your editorial of Sept. 4, and the 
letters of correspondents published in the same 
issue. Ove important point, which I do not see 
alluded tw bas, in my estimation, quite as much 
to do with the question why women are not 
more fascinated with the subject of domestic 
economy than any other. 

It is a familiar principle of political economy 
that the laborer should be secured in the free 
enjoyment and disposal of the fruits of his la- 
bor, if you would have an industrious, frugal, 
and prosperous community. “If,” say the el- 
ementary writers, ‘‘what aman produces by his 
industry might be taken from him by <iners, 
there would be no inducement for him to labor 
for anything beyond a bare subsistence. 
If the right of property. should 
cease to be protected, men would 
cease to labor, and industrious and orderly cith 
zens would soon become indolent and vicious. 
In adespotie government the people are usuaily 
poor and indolent, becanse the sovereign ruler 
has the power to dispose of ther property. 
There is little- encouragement to be industrious, 
since what is gained by labor is liable to be 
taken from its owner at the pleasure of the 
monarch,” 

I might quote much more tothe same purport. 

Now, Mr. Editor, there is a great deai of bu- 
mao naiure in Women, gushers and sentimental- 
ists to she contrary notwithstanding. Married 
women, a8 @ Class, never have been protected in 
their right to thé fruits of their labor, and are 
not now eo protected, although their condition 
in this respect is doubtless mach better than 
ever before. At common law, all a woman's 
personal property and the use of her reai estate 
vested in her husband at marrage, aod 
her earnings and other acquisitions 
after marriage became his abeolutely, 
and she had no control whatever over them. Is 
it at all etrange that when she saw the fruit of 
her industry and economy approprieted and 
squandered, as she not unfréquently did, by « 
dissipated, shiftlees, or reckiess husband, she 
ceased to labor and economize? Could any oth- 
er result be anticipated? It seems to me that 
it ill becomes men to complain of the indolence 
and extravagance of women when they have 
themselves placed them in a position which, 
aera rad ot cautiel bene OF a 
settied principles tieal economy, could p 
fail to develop those qualities. From timg/im- 
memorial men have held the purse-strings, giv- 
ing woman only her board and clothes, and then 
complained bitterly that she wag not more eco- 
nomical! Would they be any more so in her 


place ? 
itie true that the common law regulations 
concerning women’s property rights are greatly 
ified, so that now, in many she holds 
property coming to her by descent, devise, or 
gift, in her own right ; but in very fow States is 
® mar: Women entitied to ber own earn- 


large bills for her husband to pay. People 
wondered what had come over Mrs. M., who was 
once 80 economical and hard working. Though 
no words were ever dropped between us, I saw 
at once what caused the change. She knew that 
every dollarshe might save by bard work and 
self-devial would g0 to pay for 
more drinks, cigars, and fast women, 
and eke meant—like many another womau—to 
secure what she could while the money was go- 
ing. What, more sensible, could she do; and 
who can blame her? Had there been an oppor- 


tunity for the money she might have saved being | 


wisely invested, or expended in a manner calcu- 
lated to truly benefit her family, 1 doubt not 
Mrs. M.'s thrifty and industrious habits would 
have continued. 

There are multitudes of just such cases. 
Sometimes the money is not spent in dissipation, 
but in unwise investments or improvident bar- 
gains which the judgment of the wife does not 
approve ; and when experience has taught her 
that industry and economy are was why 
sbould she longer labor and economize ? 

It will be said that the interests of husband 
and wife shonid be identical. So they should, 
and so they truly are; but supposing they do 
not see these interests in the same light? What- 
ever poets and sentimentalists may eay abont it, 
the fact remains thet hasbands and wives have 
each their own separate judgments, which each 
of them severally desires to exercise. This is 
both najural and right. A woman’s pecuniary 
independence is a8 dear to ber as a man’s is to 
him; and for such independence there are but 
very few women who would not work bard 
and economize closely. Are not single women, 
‘whose property is in their own hands, or 
who depend upon their own labor for self- 

upport, well known to be an industrious, 
onomical, and thrifty class? If they lose 
those habits after marriage, I think it will gen- 
erally be found to be from the reasons I have in- 
dicated. 

I know the difficulties in which this subject is 
involved, and the diverse arguments on every 
side of the woman question. I know how diffi- 
cult it would be to make a general rule for a di- 
vision of the common income in @ matrimonial 
partnership which would work even-handed jus- 
tice. it is a subject requiring the most thought- 
ful study of the statesman and the political 
economist. But it is nevertheless true thet so 
long as the present policy of givmg the husband 
the ultimate disposal of the fruits of the wife's 
industry and frugality prevails, so long shall we 
hear wails and lamentations over the indolence 
aud extravagance of women. While the laws 
governing human character and conduct remain 
what theyare no other result could foilow, and 
I think if will be found in the end that we cana- 
not do better than to go back to Solomon fora 
solution of this problem. When we “give her 
o? the frui* of her bands,” fen, and only then, 
will * her own works praise her in the gates.”

ANNALS OF THE STAGE. 
PLayrs axp Puayers. By Laurence Horton, 12 mo.,, 
pp. 276, New York: Hurd & Houghton, 


Lovers of the drama will turn over the pages 
of this volume with a good deal of satisfaction. 
It is chatty and gossipy, as euch @ volame should 
be, amusing, but never tasking the mind with its 
parrative of reminiscences. The author has 
been a play-goer from childhood, and, dweiling 
in the metropolis of our country, has bad an 
opp ortunity of studying the performances of the 
beet actors and actresses who have appeared on 
the American stage during the past quarter of a 
century. Having had the singular, though use- 
fal, habit of preservivg the programmes of the 
various theatrical entertainments he enjoyed, 
he now brings them forth, and, recalling dates 
and details by their help, is. able to produce a 
crowd of interesting incidents for the diversion 
of the play-goer of to-day. 

His personal recollections begin with the year 
1852, when Burton's house in Chambers street 
was the most popular theatre in America, and, 
after the manager himself, J. Wallack Lester 


his stage. When the Borel Family were exhibit- 
ing their unparalleled acrobatic feats at Niblo’s ; 
when Mrs. Catherine N. Sinclair, the wife of 
forrest ; Mrs. Maeder, late of Hodley’s Thea- 
tre, Chicago; William J. Florence, and John 
Brougham were part of the company at Brougn- 
am’s Lyceum—when Wallack’s Lyceum was first 
opened on Broadway and Broome street, with 
John Lester Wallack as stage-manager, Mrs. 


* Buckland as leading lady, and the elder Wallack 


as leading man—when Mr. F. B. Conway, Mr. 
Davidge, aod Mme. Ponisi were leading lights 
on the boards of the Old Broadway—and when 
tickets to the most respectable seats in any 
theatre were sold for 50 cente. Ah, those, in- 
deed, were the palmy days of the American 
stage, and one looks baek upon thém now in 
friendly companionship with Mr. Hutton, with 
pleagure and regret. 

There is jess of anecdote than of history in 
the recollections of Mr. Hutton, who appears 
not to have had the run of the green-room, or to 
have known personally the actors whom he so 
admired from the hither side of the footlights, 
It is as a kindly observer that he always speaks 
of them, never arrogating to himeelf the stern, 
cold office of the critic. In an extended descrip- 
tion of the career of Mr. Wilham Mitchell, for 
many years the manager of the Olympic, and 
‘always a talented comedian, he writes : 

Asan actor, Mr. Mitchell was in his line almost in- 
imitable ; - « hecould “make up” the most ir- 
resistibly funny faces ever seen on the New York orany 
other stage, and he was the only manager who ever 
darei to make ghis entire audience members, so to 
speak, of his stock company. To the pit he was 
never known to appeal without meeting with its entire 
approbation; were his auditors there uproarious, he 
would chide; did they appreciate a “point,” he 
would make manifest his own appreciation of their 
applause. He would stop sud y in the midst of a 
scene from “* Macbeth,” and marching down to the 
foot-lights _would say, with the utmost seriousness, 
that “If any boy in the pit thought he eould do that 
any better, he might come on the stage and try!” 
The effect upon the bey in the pit can be imagined. Not 
only the pit, but the whole house, “came down ” at 
this, although no boy was ever known to go on the 
stage to try. 

The original drama of “The American 
Cousin,” by Tom Taylor, was played, *‘ for the 
first time on any stage,” at Laura Keene’s 
Theatre, Oct, 15, 1858, with Mr. Sothern written 
down in the cast as Dundreary. Of this event 
Mr. Hutton relates : 

Dundreary is almost a creation of Mr. Sothern’s 
own, an original conception of which Mr. Taylor had 
no idea ; exaggerated, of course, but very clever. As 
written by Mr. Taylor the part is very short, of but a 
few “ lengths” and very insignificant, a part eo small 
that Mir. Sothern, although then only a “ walking gen- 
tleman,” objected very strongly to it, and only assum- 
ed it at the earnest request of the manageress, Miss 
Keene, to oblige her, and “fora few nights”. . . 
His drawl, his lisp, his excellent “ make-up,” his pecu- 
liar skip, his many absurdities, “ took” at once, were 
laughed at, were copied, and were talked of in every 
corner of the town. How great a surprise all this was 
to Mr, Sothern himself, he has often told his friends, 

In the same play, at the same time, Josepn 
Jefferson made his first great hit as Asa Trench- 
ard, while Miss Keene achieved an equal success 
as Florence Trenchard, and Mr. Couldock as 
Abel Murcott. The comedy had a run of 140 
| consecutive nights, and was frequently repeated 
during the remainder of the season. No play, 
excepting “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” had, up to 
- sad time, enjoyed a like popularity in New 

ork. 

Of all the many actresses with whom Mr. Hut- 
ton has successively been fascinated, Agnes 
Robertson (Mrs. Dion Boucicanlt) remains his 
favorite. Thechief attraction of heracting he con- 
siders to be the modest refinement of ber manner, 
and her chief personal attraction “ the simple, 
pretty way in which she wears her hair—the 
same simple, pretty way of fitteen years ago, 
when fashions were sensible and chignons un- 
known.” Mr. Hutton repeats an interesting 
story of Miss Robertson’s early career, which is 
worth copying, although he does not vouch for 
the truth of all the details. There is no ques- 
tion of the fact that Misa Robertson has enjoyed 
the peculiar respect and admiration of the 
Queen, a8 @ woman and as an artist. Flattering 
testimonials of the Koyal favor have frequently 
attested this. Miss Robertson was born in Edin- 
burg, in 1833, and her first public appearance 
was made in her native city as a singer, in 1944. 
At 13 years of age she an her theatrical 
career, and, allowing Mr. Hutton to continue:

The attention of modern scholars is being in- 


creasingly called to the value acd importance of 


the language and literature of the Norsemen, or 
the Northmen. 6f Europe. Until recently stu- 
dents have been chiefly occupied, in their search 
for the knowledge locked up in dead tongues, 
with the Latin and the Greek, ignorant or care- 
leas of the fact that in the Icelandic there are 
stored treasures of wisdom, of imagination, and 
of history that are of. the highest use in throw- 
ing light upon the early life of our forefathers. 
Many menof genius and learning at the present 
day have labored to make known the existence 
of this wealth, and to disseminate among the 
intelligent a proper sense of its interest and 
worth. In Europe, Dasent, Thorpe, the Howitt, 
Carlyle, Muller, Morris, sud others, have done 
much to accomplish this object, and in our own 
country Marsh, Fiske, and Anderson have writ- 


ten with earnest zeal. : 
No autbor engages in the work with more 


fervor than the one last named, who in the 
volume before us appears @ second time as an 
advocate of the claim which Norse literature 
haé upon the respect of the Anglo-Saxon races, 
vrof. Anderson is himself a true Northman, and 
he speaks of the words and deeds of his ances- 
tors with the enthusiasm of a loyal kinsman. 
His energy and eloquence in the cause are pleas- 
ing, and infect one with some portion of his own 
warmth of feeling, although, with less knowledge 
of the subject and remote connections with it, 
we are slow to accept all the conclusions he de- 
clares with positive conviction. 

The system of mythology which is presented 
in this volume was common to all the Teutonic 
nations, yet none but the scantiest records have 
been preserved of it in the literature of Nor- 
way, Sweden, Denmark, Germany, and England. 
Paganism was 60 quickly subdued on the intro- 


duction of Christianity into these eountries that 
its mythology was forgotten in a few genera- 
tions, and, the language of the Church supersed- 
ing among écholars the use of their vernacular, 
the traditions of the former religion of the peo- 
ple were never written out. Butin Iceland the 
—_ were more slowly converted from their 
1eathen faith, and, their mother-tongue contina- 
ing in use in writing aa well as in speech, all 
their popular myths were preserved in the poems 
and songs that make up the Elder and Younger 
Eddas. Because the mythology of tne North- 
men is now mainly drawn from these two great 
depositories, the Elder Edda eollected probably 
in the fourteenth century, and the Younger 
Edda written by Snorre Sturleson in the thir- 
teenth century, Prof. Anderson has considered 
it just to give it the name of Norse rather than 
of Scandipvavian mythology. “It is the Asa- 
mythology,” he saya, “ as it was conceived and 
cherished by the Norsemen of Norway and Ico- 
land, which the old Norse literature properly 
presents to us, and hence the myths will in this 
volume be presented in their Norse dress, and 
hence its name, Norse Mythology.” 

Nearly one-third of Prof, Anderson’s volume 
is occupied with the introduction. In this he 
discusses at large the origin apd interpretation 
of the religious traditions of the Norsemen, their 
comparative beauty with those composing the 
Greek mythology, the rich materials they afford 
to the poet, sculptor, and painter, and the iaflu- 
ence they exerted on the genius of the people. 
Perhaps the most interesting chapter of the in- 
troduction is that in which he draws a parallel 
between the Greek and Norse mythologies. The 
one he declares to be a religion of strength, the 
other of beauty. 

As we would be led to suppose, from a study of the 
physical and climaticel peculiarities of Greece and 
Norseland, we find that the Greek mythology formsan 
epic poem, and that the Norse is a tragelly.. Not only 
the mythology, consi as a whole, but even the 
eharacter of its speeches, and of ite very words and 
phrases, must necessarily be suggested and modified by 
the external features of the country, Thus in Greece, 
where the sun’s rays never scorch, and where the 
northern winds never pierce, we naturally find in the 
speech of the people brilliancy rather than gloom, life 
rather than decay, and constent renovation rather than 

But in the frozen-bound regions 

, where the long arms of the glaciers 

clutch the valleys in their cold embrace, and the 

death-portending avalanches cut their way down the 

movntain-sides, the tongue of the people would, with 

a peculiar intenaity of feeling, dwell upon the tragedy 
of Nature. 

The second portion of Prof. Anderson's vol- 
ume contains the entire body of fables preserved 
in the EAdas, accompanied with liberal interpre- 
tations and reflections. It is divided into three 
pari-, the first presenting the myths relating to 
che creation and preservation of the world ; the 
second, that recounting the life and exploits of 
the gods; and the third, those describing tno 
Ragparoh, or final destruction of gods and men. 

The religién of the Northmen has formed the 
subject of many scholarly books and essays. but 
the present ie the only volnme in the English 
language that gives a complete and systematic 

resentation of the Norse mythology. Without 

urther comment, ite value will be understood by 

the cultivated reader. .

As Mr. Bancroft proceeds with the gigantic 
historical work he has undertaken, we gain a 
true conception of the immense labor he is ex- 
pending upon it, and of its extreme value as a 
contribution to the fund of accessible materials 
for illustrating the progress of mankind. The 
present volume is one of the most important, as 
it is one of the most interesimg, of the series 
yet issued by him. It deals with two of the 
most fertile and weighty subjects pertaining to 
the history of the human race, viz., 
myths and languages. In the opening 
chapter is presented an able essay 
upon the origin, import, and bearings 
of the language and the religious traditions of a 
savage people. Following this are chapters 
presenting the myths of the Pacific races classi-

A comparative study of the languages of the 
native races of the Pacific States has brought 
Mr. Bancroft to the conciusion that no 
hypothesis yet advanced concerning the origin 
of the aborigines of Americais tenable. Caer- 
tain characteristics common to all the American 
languages might argue in favor of a common 
origin, but on the other hand, the multitudes of 
distinct languages which have only the most re- 
mote affinities with each other could be taken 
aq evidence that the nations of the New World 
originally proceeded fcom diverse portions of 
the globe. — 

A striking feature peculiar to most of the 
American es is the ogeurrence of long 
words. The tendency is to unite in a single 
term a series Of monosyliables that thus con- 
nected convey a complex idea or several related 
ideas. A whole sentence is in this way crowded 
into one word, as, for instance, in the Aztec, 
amatlacuilolitquiteallartiahuilli, which means 
literally, *‘the payment received for carrying a 
paper on which is written,” or, in 
more compact English, ** letter-postage.”

FAMILIAR TALK, 


PROMINENT ACTORS. 

We cull from Mr. Hutton’s reminiscences of 
‘Plays and Players” the following data regard- 
ing some of the prominent actors and actresses 
who have added renown to the American stage. 
The “ Elder Wallack” and his brother Henry 
came to this country in 1818. James (‘the 
elder”) made his first appearance in September 
of that year at the Park Theatre, in the char- 
eter of Afacbeth. He first acted as manager at 
the National Theatre, which he opened in 1837. 
He remained at the head of this house until it 
was burned in 1839. In 1852, he opened *‘ Wal- 
lack’s Lyceum,” afterwards ‘*Wallack’s Thea- 
tre,” on Broadway and Broome streets, and in 
1861 the present house of the same name, on 
Thirteenth and Broadway. He died on 
Christmas Day, 1864. Henry Wallack made 
his debut in New York, at the Anthony 
Street Theatre, as Young Norval, in 1821. James 
W. Wallack, Jr., was born in London in 1818, 
and brought to America when an infant. He 
first appeared onthe New York stage in 1838, 
at the National, and last appeared on any stage 
as Henry Dunbar, in December, 1872. He died 
the following May, and was buried from “ the 
little church around the corner.” John Lester 
Wallack, son of James W. Wallack, the elder, 
was born in New York in 1819, and made his 
debut at the old Broadway Theatre in 1547, in 
the part of Sir Charles Coldstream in * Used 
Up.” His second part was the Viscount in ‘‘ The 
Captain of the Watch.” 

Mr. Burton was introduced to a New York an- 
dienée at the National Theatre, under Mr. Wal- 
lach’s management, the occasion being a benefit 
for Mr. Woodworth, the author of the ‘Old 
Oaken Bucket,” and the play “John Jones,” in 
which Burton took the part-of Guy Goodluck. 
He died at his residence in Hudson street, 
in 1860, aged 56. Mr. Burton was a man of 
large culture, and at the time of his death had 
one of the most valuable private libraries in the 
City of New York. It is said that zones Jeffer-

Miss Julia Ben-- 
nett (Mrs. Barrow) came from tbe Londofi Hay- 
market to the Old Broadway, New York; person- 
ating Lady Teazle on the evening of her debut, 
Feb. 24, 1351. On the 9th of October, 1854, 
the Pyne and Harrison Troupe began their high- 
ly successful career in New York with the pre- 
sentation of “ La Sonnambula.” No singer has 
ever warbied sweeter or more entranciag notes 
than Louisa Pyne, or betser deserved the name 
of nightingale, Sbe was greatly admired in this 
country, and on ber return home was ackoow!l- 
edged to be the leader of the English operatic 
stage. 

Mr. J. B. Buckstone, the English playwight, 
author of ‘‘ Married J.ife,” **‘ Leap Year,” etc., 
piayed a successful engagement at the Park 
Theatre in 1840. Miss Mary Devlin, the first 
wife of Edwin made her en- 
trance on the stage at Niblo’s, in 1858, 
in the ‘‘Sechool for Scandal.” Mark Smith, 
the son of ** Old Soi Smith,” the popular low 
comedian, played an engagement at the Bowery 
Theatre in 1851. He died suddenly at the hos- 
pital of St. Antoive in Paris, in 1874, at about the 
age, we believe, of 46. Jenny Lind was intro- 
duced to ber first American audience at Castle 
Garden, Sept. 11, 1850. It is said that on this 
occasion she was so much agitated as she stood 
before the footlights, while the orchestra played 
the preinde to ** Casta Diva,” her introductory 
piece on the programme, that she failed to be- 
gin when the opening measure of the song was 
reached. The orchestra calmly repeated the 
measure, and this time the glorious voice of the 
prima donna took up the strain m firm, full 
tones, and instantly the vast audience, called 
together by Barnum’s unexampled parade in ad- 
vertising, knew that the great expectations eéx- 
cited would he fally realized. Miss Clara Mor- 
ris made her debut on the New York stage at 
Daly’s Fifth Avenue Theatre, as Anne Sylvester 
in “Man aod Wife,” in 1870. In 1872, at the 
same theatre, Miss Sara Jewett made her first 
appearance on the professional stage as Mabel 
Wykof, in Bronson Howard's ** Diamonds.” 


THE NORSE VIOLINIST. 

Prof. Andersoa states, in his ‘‘ Norse Mythol- 
ogy,” that he once asked Ole Bull what had in- 
spired his original genius, and what had given 
to his music ita wild, wierd, impassioned char- 
acter.

SPARKS OF SCIENCE. 


THE ARCTIC EXPEDITION. 

it is announced in Walure that the Valorous, 
which accompanied the ships Alert and Dis- 
covery as far as Disco, Greenland, on their 
Arctic expedition, returned to Plymouth, En- 
gland, Aug. 29. The vessels encountered severe 
storms in crossing the Atlantic, but bore them 
well, and all on board werein health when the 
Valorous parted from her comrades, July 16. 
While at Disco the naturalists of the three ships 
were employed in making botanical and geologi- 
cal collections, and in dredging in the harbor. 
A large number of plants were obtained, some 
of which it is believed are new to science. Mr. 
Kraup Smith, the Inspector of North Greenland, 
extended every courtesy to the expedition, and, 
prior to its leaving, provided it with an Ex- 
quimaux and sixty-four dogs. 

It is inferred, from the report of the Danish 
officials regarding the favorable state of the 
weather, that the navigation of Melville Bay will 
be comparatively easy. The Discovery hopes to 
find suitable winter-quarters on the north shore 
of Lady Franklin’s Straits, but the Alert wj 
press on alone, landing depots and buildifig 
cairns with records every 60 miles. The Alert 
will probably winter in 84 deg., and spend the 
season in preparation for a bold passage north- 
ward in the summer of 1876. The grand advance 
will be accompli by means of a system of 
depots and auxiliary sledges, enabling the fore- 
most party to be absent from the ship about 112 
days, and traverse a distance of 500 miles. 
Meanwhile the Discovery will continue the work 
of exploration slowly, making progress north- 
ward. 

Mr. Carpenter and Mr. Markham, who were 
passengers in the Vaiorous, read a re of the 
exped:tion up to July 16, before the British As- 
sociation.

COMPULSORY SCHOOLING. : 

The celerity with which common schools hate 
been established in England since the passage of 
the last Reform bill is to me very neticeable, as 
is also the means employed to enforce the at- 
tendance of children, in providing school- 
room aod instruction for ail the children ia her 
borders, and compeiling their attendance, En- 
gland has outstripped the American city where I 
reside, in which toe **common-school system” 
has prevailed since its first foundatiop, In the 
city of which I speak, which is perliaps excep- 
tioneble, population has commonly vutran 
echool-accommodation, and compulsory attend- 
ance has only been faintly discussed. The sev- 
eral States of the Umon have each their own pe- 
culiar Schooi laws. Whether compuleory attend- 
ance bas been adopted in any, Ido not know. [ 
think it has been in some parts of New En- 
giand. but it is not general. To have achieved 
so great a biessing as the means and 
appliances of universal primary education, 
is asurprising thing, considering the shortness 
of time you have been aboutit. The rates paid 
by Londoners for ali purposes, including Charch- 
rates, are trivial as compared with those paid in 
American cities. I judge that they are not more 
than one-fifth the sum assessed upon equal 
amounts of propertyin New York or Boston. 
This is not specially to be wondered at when we 
ccopsider. the accumulated wealth of Londan 
ani retiect that she has long since bought and 
paid for her permanent improvements) while 
American cities are oither buyjag theirs, or pay- 
ing interest on the deots cobtracted to secure 
them. Mut it makes the won grow that any- 
body shou \d grumble at a echoohrate of 3d in the 
pound of assessed rental vaiue,-+the assessment 
being not more than half thejreal valye,—be- 
cause perchance somebody have more 
children in schol! than somebody élse. 

THE CHURCH AND STATE QUESTION. 

That the achools should be bandicanped with 
a Church question iz to be expected. We are 
not wholly free from such disputes in America, 
though our circumstances are much more favor- 
able to non-sectarian tuition than those of the 
Mother Country. The union of Church and 
State is a most conspicuous headiand to every 
American sojourner in England. Here. if any- 
where, we seem to find the rock of ages. Union 
of Church and State is the illegitimate offspring 
of old Rome. Its origin is to be found not in 
Jesus, but in Jupiter, When Christianity over- 
turned the old mytbology, it put on as many of 
the clothes of the decedent as itcould wear. As 
the administration of the State and the ad- 
ministration of religion were one ee BO 
they continued to be one after the image of 
Mary had supplanted that of Juno in the 
Pantheon. Why doesit never occur to the Rit- 
ualists of the Church of England that, in put- 
ting on t.20 trappings of the Papacy, they are as 
likely as ot putting on those of Paganism ? The 
union of Church and State was thus an existing 
fact when, lenry VILL. broke with Rome; and he, 
too, passed it on down the stream of time witha 
progeny of avuses like that against which Dean 
Stanley and th? Rev. Mr. Féeemantle protested last 
June at the City Temple. Notwithstanding 
these abuses, and the parent abuse implied in 
taking from tl> property of all to support a 
form of worship which is objectionable to a por- 
tion, the State Church seems to be tolerably well 
braced. Itis very plain that Dissent ia making 
no headway against it. The New Learning is its 
only formidable enemy. but this is the enemy of 
the Dissenting churalbes as well. Indeed, the 
State Church 12 much more dexterous 
in meeting and making terms with 
this comer than the otier denominations on 
either side of the water. i, seems tobe sprinkled 
with clergymen who make n° seraple of dipping 
into German criticism of the Bible, and passing 
the cream thereof over to their flocks in the 
shape of translations. If the New Learning is of 
the mammon of unrighteousness. it is finding 
distinzuisbed triends in that which Americans 
have been accustomed to esteem ti\e Most con- 
servative branch of the Protestant faith. For 
the rest, the Church of England seeins to be a 
well-to-do corporation, owning much -land, de- 
clariog reguiar dividends, and fraught with a 
social power against which the breezy distrac- 
tions of Moody and Sankey on the one han, and 
the incantations of the Pope ou the other, will 
alike pepxe ineffectual. 

{ TSE SPREAD OF ROMANISM. 

Tt seéms to be the fashion, both in England 
ancl America, to utter plaintive cries about the 
growth and spread of Romapism ia the two 
countries. As regards the United States, it may 
be eafely said thas the Roman-Catholic Church is 
making no inroads upon the native population. 
it gains nothing except in the way of imporia- 
tions from Ireland and South Germany, and 
these are too small in proportion tothe whole to 
be accounted serious. On the other hand, it 
fairly holds its own im its particular sphere. Its 
tenets are opposed to our systemof popular edu- 
cation, end every now and then we hear a Cath- 
olic Bishop demanding a division of the sehooi- 
fund, so that Catholics may apply the portion 
which. they contribute to their own 
peculiar «anethod of training. Li ie im- 
possible that this demand shbeuld be eom- 
plied with. Logically, the publie~ authorities 
wili be compelled to dispense wita every form of 
religious instruction in school; that consists now 
only of reading the Bible as a morning exercise, 
and is by no means universal. Some of the 
most ea nivent of the Protestant clergy are will- 
ing to yield this point. Tne Catholics will be as 
little satisfied with that, however, as they are 
with the, present custom; butit is ali they can 
hope for,. since a division of the school-fund to 
accommo4 ate the Catholics implies a division to 
accommod, te the Jews, the Quakers, thé Spirit- 
ualists, the Free-Thinkers, and everybody else ; 
in short, a. dissolution and breakdown of the 
whole systei 2. 

PIDL LING PARLIAMENT BUSINESS. 

The Parlissment and Government of Great 
Britain seem to spend their time, for the most, on 
matters of tiifling importance. Whether re- 
porters shall n> recoggized or enly tolerated in 
the gallery; wliethec-the Prince of Wales shall 
distribute few or many necklaces to the native 
Princes of India, and whether they shail be paid 
for in whole or aly in part by the British peo- 
xe: how much ivanure a tevant-farmer should 
be allowed to put upon land without becomi®g 
suddenly rich—these and kindred questions 
seem to be the exciting topic of Parliamentary 
debate. The seemisig unimportance of the bills 
engaging the. attention of the Government is 
one of the first thing, that arrested my own at- 
tention, and I have ex plained it in two ways. Of 
course, when # country has settied all ite great 
questions, it will busy itself with ita little ones. 
England has representative Government, free 
trade,a sound currency, and light taxation. She 
bas peid the Alsbama claims, punished the 
Ashantees, aod deoosed the Guikwar of Baroda. 
Peace reigns in al] her borders, and a good de- 
greo of contentment pervades all classes,— 
higher, at all events, than ber neighbors can 
boast ; higher, indeed, than the United States 
can claim at the present time. Holland 
alone seems to show an equal  satisfac- 
tion with outward circumstances. Never- 
theless, since a Governmont must ap- 

to do something, it, will naturaliy 
pick up the leavings of more stirriog times, 
Again, of two parties dividing the political forces 
of a country, the one which is committed to the 
belief that things are well enough as they are, 
will of course find smaller things to bend its 
noble strength upon, thau one which, theoret- 
ically at least, holds that there is much room for 
improvement. 

FREE TRADE IN LAND. _ 

Every American is expected to bring home 
some ideas on thasubject of English land-mo- 
The conditions of the twocountries in 
respect of land and land-o wnership are so differ- 
ent that agriculture, as an element of. national 
concern, needs to be studied here de novo. At 
the risk of repeating some things which I have 
said elsewhere, I will here mention the impres- 
sious I have gained. Whatever may have been 
the evils resulting in the past from the aggrega- 
tion of large tracts of landin the hands of tae 

the aivorcement of the macy from any 
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however 5 or emal] the parcels into which 
divided, Is an undue smount of ae at 
held for deer-parks, pheasan 
like? It ap that, as lands of simular utili- 
ty,—lands hin the undisputed control of 
arliament, like the New Forest,—the will of 
the people is best consulted by putting & stop to 
movements initiated some years azo for trans- 
forming it into arable or pasture iand, afd that 
it ie to be kept as nearfy in a state of nature as 
maybe. If Lord Leigh and Lord Ripon are 
minded to keep large ke at their own ex- 
pepse to beantify the landscape and improve the 
air, [am not the one to complain. Still Jess 
should I complain if I were an Englishman, hav- 
ing the landscape and the air always at my 
service. 
THE ENGLISH LANDSCAPE. 

The beauty of the English landscape, the ver- 
dure of the méadows. tne fertility of the soil, 
the scientific and consummate methods of till- 
age employed,-must impress the most careless 
shoarvar. We bave nothing comparable to the 
expansive foliage of English trees, the robust 
heaith of English edges, the velvet softness 
and freshness of English turf; nor have we, ex- 
cept in some of the more favore@ parts of Cali- 
fornia, such ample and brilliant open-air flower- 
gardens. The dryness of our atmosphere and 
the extremes of our temperature suflite to ac- 
count for the difference. When I saw the stand- 
ing crops of hay aud cereals in Warwickshire in 
June last, 1 thought I had never beheld so 
bounteous and promising a harvest in any land. 
The wheat-fields of Califorma and Oregon iu a 
favorable season will perhaps make a finer 
display in that particular cereal than auy [| 
noticed in England, but those on the Atlantic 
slope are certainly much inferior in productive- 
ness to yours. Ifthe carefulness aud thorough- 
ness of tillage which prevail in Engiand were 
applied to the soil of the State of Illinois, the 
resuiting produce could not pe disposed of at a 
profit, nor could it be carried te market by anv 
existing means of transportation. The fresih- 
ness and greenness of rural England invades 
the Metropolis, and gives to London a peculiar 
charm and distinction. The area, and popula- 
tion, and wealth of London are a thrice-told tale. 
Her parks, and open squares, and private gar- 
dens constitute her real dis:inction among cities 
in the eyes of the traveler. Other cities can be 
found larger than anybody will care to see*the 
whole of. None can be found with such wealth 
of rural adornment, Lincoln's Ina Fields, a 
spot which few etrangers find their way to, is 
iteeif unique in metropolitan belongings. 

RAILWAY~-TRAVEL. 

English railways come im for a large share of 
attention and comment from every American vis- 
itor. In the way of comfort to the passenger, 
thev are inferior to the Transatlantic railways, 
while the charges for travel are higher. Euglish 
passenger-trains, however, are run ata bigher 
rate of speed than American, and the con- 
ditions of safety for an equal number of trains 
are certainly greater. The arrangements for 
crossing each otber’s tracks and the ordinary car- 
riage-roads at different grades remove a large 
percentage of the absence of accident. But, on 
the other-hand, the frequency of trains on the 
same tracks appears to make traveling by rail 
about as hazardous in the onecountry as the otb- 
er. The arrangementsof English railways for re- 
ceiving and delivering luggage, and relieving the 
traveier from anxiety respecting it, are inexcus- 
ably bad¢ while the system of carriage-construc- 
tion seems to be a deliberate provocation to out- 
rages. These difficulties, I suppose, are to be 
attributed ip part to British conservatiam, and in 
part to the reluctance of Railway-Directors to 
incur some slight additionai expense. 

TUFT-HUNTING. 

I have remarked that, if it be a grievance that 
a comparatively small number of persons should 
be arrayed with titles and set up as a superior 
stratum of English society, by virtue not of 
merit, but of ancestry, Englishmen are the only 
ones who have any rizht to complain of it, and 
that I have not heard such complaints uttered. 
On the contrary, the average Briton seems ready 
to back bis insular nobility against any foreign 
blood that can be mentioned, and the trading 
Briton seems to have achieved glory enough if 
he can spread upon his signboard the fact that 
he is patronized by some Prince or Princess. The 
multiplicity of such announcements adorning the 
public streets, and the frequency with which we 
are notified in the advertising columns of the 
newspapers that this or that movement or inter- 
est is pusbed by the respectability of Lord ——., 
or sheltered under the mgis of Lady ——., are 
sufficient to remind the wayfaring man from over 
seas that, although he 18 in a land of Republican 
freedom, and although his native tongue is 
spoken inite streets, he is, nevertheless, some 
distance from home. Here, in fact, is the vital 
and radical difference between the two countries. 
It is not # political difference, as I have already 
shown, but something deeper and not so easily 
bridged. Being a social difference, ft 1s some- 
thing which does not concern me, and I leave to 
English satirists the task of doctoring any moral 
deformities it may give rise to. How far tive 
vice of tuft-hupting and title-hunting may per- 
vade British society can only be judged, | fancy, 
after long observation. For my own part, I saw 
very little of it. Anxiety to wriggle into com- 
pany where one is not wanted is a phase of 
character not usually confided to strangers at a 
firat interview. Althoagh Il am assured by emi- 
nent Englishmen that the great and distressing 
British malady is a weakness of the knees at 
sight of a coronet, it cannot be included among 
the impressions that early obtrude themselves 
upon the visitor. It is to be hoped that a nation 
who have conquered so many difficulties may be 
able eventually to overcome this singular mental 
awkwardness, which begins by overestimat- 
ing the dignity of others, and ends in 
underestimaing one’s own. Notwithstanding 
the reputation Americans have — achieved 
in the way of self-assertion, I have to acknow!- 
edge that we are not whoily free from the weak- 
ness under consideration, though in Antferica a 
titieg person is oftener an object of interest than 
of reverence. and what is taken for snobbery is 
not infrequently an iil-governed curiosity, Trana- 
atlantic snobbery takes the form of idle expendi- 
ture and outside show. The socia! arrangement 
which selects one child ont of a family to be the 
exclusive recipient of the honors and estate, end 
discriminates against girls, is held in profound 
disfavor, and could by no possibility be made to 
take root among us. Even those who ape the 
manners of foreign aristocracy would shrink 
from a system which appears to contain so rank 
an element of injustice. 

THE ENGLISH CIVIL SERVICE COMPARED WITH 
OURS. 

The English Civil Service, though perhaps no 
better than some of the Continental systems, is 
a text upon which any American who has had to 
do with public affairs may preach a long sermon 
to bis own countrymen. This is not the place 
for such a discourse, and I sball only outline the 
impressions made upon me. They will perhaps 
appear a8 simple as some of the observations of 
Goidsmith’s Citizen of the World. Neverthe- 
leas, they go to the root of the whole question of 
Government. In England I perceive that the 
forees of society co.spire to make the person 
holding an administrative office efficient, faithful, 
diligent, and trustworthy. How far the original 


Pappointment to office may be controlled by fa- 


vyoritism I do notinauire. Butit ia very clear 
that, if the appointee turns out a rascal, an ignor- 
amuse, or a sluggard, he must prove so in glaring 
despite of the system onder which he bolds bis 
place, since he is sure of retaining it if he is 
meritorious, and of ‘being promoted in due time 
if he is extra-meritorious, and of being pen- 
sioned if he is disabled in the service or over- 
taken by age. His office gives him a certain 
amount of social distinction, which he loses if 
removed for any fault, and the esprit de corps 
vhich has been bred by long continuance of the 
system insures a degree of injolligence at least 
proportioned to the duties of the office. Under 
such a system, the embers of a yast official pat- 
ropage cannot be imported into the ordinary 
political contests of the country,to give addi- 
tional heat to elections. to inflame partisan rage, 
and to stifle independent thought and action. 
Turning to the American system or practice, we 
find that the surroundings of the ordinary office- 
holder prompt him to do the best he can for 
himeeif during his probably limited term: of 
office. -His social position is not improved by 
his acceptance of place, but rather the reverse, 
because be ig most commonly understood to 
hold it at the pleasure of some Congressman, 
and consequently to be the tool of said 
Congressman. No quaiiiications of fitness 
are really requisite, though public opinion en- 
forces some attention thereto. The oflicer is 
liable to be removed whenever he becomes dis- 
tasteful for any reason to the appointing power, 
or whenever any other person can command the 
influence to supplant him. Of esprit de corps 
there is nove, can be none. When ap elec- 
tion of President is to take place, the emola- 
ments of some 80,000 offices are really put in 
dispute: for, although the number of removals 
is always mnuch less, the potentiality of removal! 
is equai to the whole number of incumbé€nts, and 
eat generated by the strife is equal to the 

eed which that number iscapable of engender- 
aoe ae iabed American Sevator has been 
heard to say that this makes the best Civil Ser- 
vice in the world.

: in the United States are to have 
fulfilled the conditions of 

far as they have succeeded in the 
governing class, and the most,common reason 
assigned for removing a0 incumbent is tbat he 
bas lost political supremacy in his locality. 
Why do we not change this system? you ask. 
There are some ditticulties of a technical char- 
acter. Congress cannot change it, even if so 
disposed, because the Constitution lodges the 
appointing “power ia the President, and the 
removing power is understood to bea part of 
the appointing power. The President, for the 
time being, could change it if he would; but 
his acta woula oriy have the force of example 
to his successor. In truth, neither Congress nor 
Present appear to desire any change. They 
are the chief beneficiaries of the partisan activ- 
ity.of the appointees. Iv point of fact, public 
opinion is not yet fully alive to the egregious 
aod growing evila of the service. Theea 
evils“are understood to have begun in the 
Presidency of Gen. Jackson, some forty years 
ago. Prior to that time, the American Civil Ser- 
vice was very much what the English ignow ; 
yet there has been no change of law or Constitu- 
tion meanwhile, but only of practice. The 
Amerf€an Civil Service has now become in some 
respects like the English in the time of George 
lil.. when members: of Parliament were bribed 
with place to hound on the war againat the Col- 
ovies, Itiaa system which cannot last. How 
much farther mischief it must work ere it is 
abated, time will show. 

THE UNITED STATES A CASUAL WARD. 

English writers bave for the most part given a 
bad name to their own country, and afterwards 
to other countries they have visited. They have 
created the impression abroad, 60 far as they 
were able, that England is mainly noted for fogs, 
snobs, and paupers, and that America is princi- 
pally distinguished for braggarts, armed bullies, 
and divorced women. This 1% ,net the place to 
defend my own country. Sbe has yet niuch to 
learn ; but Ieubmit that she is performing a 
useful though tedious office in washing, Gomb- 
ing, and educating the disinherited ones, both 
white and black, whom Eurepe has thrown 
eo liberally upon her shores. Americas. wel- 
comes Englisy travelers more warmly than 
any others ; and England weicomes Americana, 
if not more warmly than others, as warmly as 
they can hope to be welcomed anywhere. In- 
deed, English hospitality is commensurate with 
the renown and greatuess of thé Empire. [ 
speak not of my own experience merely, but of 
that of every American visitor jn any way quali- 
fied to be the recipient of it whom l have ever 
met. I did not, m the course of six weeks, have 
the advantage of a London fog ; but the season 
was not wellchosen for that entertainment, I 
made frequent and extensive tours op foot 
throagh the districts inhabited by the working 
classes ; and the result I reach is this: that 
skilled workmen are, on the whole, better pro- 
vided with comforts in England than in America, 
but have less opportunity to rise to the condition 
of employers; that the condition of the un- 
skilled laborer is essentially the same in both 
countries ; and that the *‘ siums” are more or- 
derly in London than in moat of our large cities. 
1 have not, however, had opportunity to observe 
the condition of the agricultural laborers in En- 
gland as yet, aad hence can make no compari- 
sons in that department. 

PERSONAL EXPENSE. 

The economy of personal expenditure among 
the well-to-do classes is certainly a uotable and 
praiseworthy feature of English civilization. Of 
course, economy is a relative term. Englishmen 
are not so economical as Scotchmen, nor Scotch- 
men as Frenchmen, nor Frenchmen as China- 
men. I fear is must be confessed that my coun- 
trymen are the most prodigalof all, and that 
they get less for their money than any others. 
This is the — opinion of hotel-keepers, 
couriers. dress-makers, jewelers, and vendors of 
bad copies of the old masters, on the Continent ; 
and I shall not ventare to contradict such prac- 
ticed observers. But John Bull has one mode of 
getting rid of his mevey which is perhaps more 
objectionable. Horge-racing, attended by wagers 
of movey, is underthe somal ban ia America. 
Neither the efforts of a wealthy coverie in New 
York, nor the President's fondness for the turf, 
have availed to give it a respectable footing. 
Consequentiy, we are surprised when we. find 
how deep a hoid it has taken upon British socie- 
ty, and when we see more space given in the 
daily journais to the betcing-market than to the 
produce and corn markets. Undoubtedly bet- 
ting is the condition upon which racing main- 
tains itself’at so high a popularity. Probably 
any attempt to suppress it by law would at pres- 
ent be imeffectual. itis said that the Italian 
Government dare not close the State lotteries, 
even if it were inclined to, so strong is the ap- 
petite for that form of gambling among the peo- 
pie. But this paper 1s not intended for a lecture 
or a moral disquisition of any sort. Horse-rac- 
ing and the stakes depeadent thereon are hoted 
as one of the impressive features of British 
civilization, which, when coapled-with the clos- 
ing of the Brighton Aquarium on Sunday, the 
stranger cannot fafito ponder. Johan Bull is 
perhaps the most conservative radical member 
of the haman family. 

I bave bere recorded a few of the impressions 
which a first visit to England; in the months of 
May and JOne, has made upon me. Like His 
Highuess of Zanzibar, who was there at the 
sanie period, [ was gratified beyond the power of 
the Arabian tongue to express. I shail urge my 
American friends visiting Europe to give more 
time to England than seemsto have been the 
fashion, for lam sure that not only will they be 
amply repaid, but what is left of the bad feeling 
engendered doring our late war will be dispelled 
by closer intercourse. This feeling has greatly 
abated since the settlement of the Alabama dis- 
pute, but has not wholly disappeared, since it 
was founded upona conviction that the rulin 
classes of England desired to seo us Seakenel 
and humiliated. I am sure that the Centenpial- 
ism now running its course has no admixture of 
animosity to Great Britain arising from the 
events of 1776. All that long since passed away. 
We have no other distinctive history than the 
events which group themselves about 1776, and 
so we make the most ofthem. The greater 
ones which havé transpired since are too vear 
us in point of time to be historical. If Centen- 
nialism appears long-drawn to others who have 
the stirring scenes of a thousand years all about 
them, they should bear in mind these differ- 
ences.

Great Talk Between the Black Hills 
Commission and the Indians.

THE BIGGEST FOOL ALIVE, 
measured by the standard of white civilization, 
aud the arguments that would move even the 
most stubborn Briton fail utterly with euch 
men as Spotted Tail—especially so when they 
are ag smart and shrewd as the variegated cau- 
dal just mentioned. The trouble with the Im 
dians has been the bitter jealousy that exists 
between the Ogalallas and Brales— Red Cloud rep- 
resenting the one and Spotted Aail the other. 
No two poliéai factions of one party could be 
more so. What the one agrees to the other is 
certain to object to, and thousands of Indians 
take upthe rumpus just as the mob follows its 
chief in factional warfare among his whites. Thus, 
the Council having been appointed at Red 
Cloud, which is the Ogailalla Agency, the Brules 
oppose, and insist upon having it in the God- 
forsaken, barren plains near Shadron Creek, and 
to that end nearly one-half of the Sioux have 
been working. As has before been noted, Spot- 
ted Tail ‘‘ sweetened” the River [odians with 150 
ponies. Then Red Clond got at them and gavein 
one lump 180 better ponies, which rather demor- 
alized the efforts of the chief of Indian wire- 
workers, Spotted Tail. The,ways of civilization, 
you see, are fast making a sweep among the 
children of the plains—just as if some saintly 
Harlan or Dilworthy Pomeroy had given them 
lessons in the way of knowing how to “ set ’em 
up.” Red Cloud’s last gift rather broke Spot's 
combination, and on Wednesday he came, with a 
a large retinue, to see about it. 
AFTER A LONG POW-WowW, 

in which occurred the usual gush abont how he 
loved the pale-faces, he waked up Red Dog, the 
Ogalallia Chief, and the orator, par excellence, of 
the nation, who pinned Spotty down closely, 
and abruptly capped the climax with the propo- 
sition that the Council be held at the mouth of 
Horse Oreek, 40 miles below Fort Laramie. 
Then the proposition of the Commission was ac- 
cepted that Red Cloud, Red Dog, and Young- 


| Man-Afraid-of-the-Horses, for the one faction, 


and Spotted Tail, Two Strike, and Swift Bear, 
for the other, act asa Vonference Committee 
and agree upon the place, it to be near enough 
to enable the Commission to go and come from 
their present quarters to the ground morning 
and night. Thus the jabbering war rages, but 
must come now to a speedyend. It is the inten- 
tion of the Commission, if these Chiefs do not 
agree, that they will set up the Council tents at 
the place chosen, 6 miles east, invite in all who 
will come, and Ict the consequences that may 
arise fall Upon those responsible. But there is 
very little danger of any bands absenting them- 
selves, and one of the fullest Councils ever held 
with the Sioux. will oceur. 
MILITARY PROTECTION. 

Gen. Bradley, commanding the district, has 
made ample arrangements for the protection of 
the party. A guard of 100 cavalry, under the 
command of Capt. Egan, will attend daily. Itis 
not considered dangerous, as the temper of the 
Indians never was better. If any of their bad 
young men are determined on baving a crack at 
any of the Commission, the whole of the army 
would be no protection. In case of trouble, Capt. 
Kgan’s cavalry, armed as they are with the best 
guos in the world, and kept weil in hand, will be 
sufficient protection until the six companies at 
Camp Robinson can be brought on, with a bat- 
tery of Gatling gunstoaidthem. The scalps of 
all are safe, save from the hand of the assassin. 

THE FIRS® MEETING 
of the Indians and whites in general concert is 
set for Saturday morning at 10 o'clock. Nothing ° 
more will be dope save to exchange compliments 
and geverally mention the matter of business. 
It may be settled in a few days, and it may take 
several weeks—the cltaracter of the red man is 
past finding out. They do not propose to have 
avy mistakes occur, as they claim was the case | 
with the treaty of 1868. Their prices will be 
exorbitant at firet,—-that is, the order of the 
Ring to its understrappers,—and the Indian will 
have to be brought away from that point in 
Council. Only that price what fair judgment 
will freely give will be paid, especially so since 
Gen. Terry thinks that a force of 800 men will 
effectually seal up the Hills to all encroachments 
from the whites, As [ have previously intimated, 
the Commission constrae their instructions so 
as to not interfere with the general features of 
the Treaty of 1868, aud take as thoir task 
the purchase of the Hilis and the hunt- 
ing-right of the Indians to the Big Horn 
country. Anything else will be entirely sub- 
sidiary to these main propositions. This was 
not in accordance with the plan of the Ring, 
but its plans are not favored by the Commission. 
NOTES AND NEWS. 

Yesterday the Ogalalias gave a grand ‘‘ Oma- 
ba Dance.” Ip this dance many of the warriors 
appeared almost naked, and painted toa degree 
of bideousness that was startling. In this dance 
warriors display the scalps and other trophies of 
warfare, not excepting the bridles or tufts of 
the manes of horses stolen. Taey also relate 
their exploits, with suflicient exaggeration to 
make them very big men. It was a disgusting 
show, aud ended only with the giving of rations 
to the bedaubed beggars. The squaws gave a 
gimilar performance in the morning, at which 
some magnificent costumes of bead-work were 
seen, made out of the whitest fawn-skins 
tanned. Some old women, above 80, kept ap 
the noise and stiff-legged jamp for hours. 

Yesterday I saw and examined a highly-orna- 
mented robe worn by a buck, the fringe of which 
was composed entirely of

A. G. LAWRENCE, OF NEWPORT, R. I, 
member of the Commission; and his meeting 
with the distinguished Geueral under whose or- 
ders he advanced to his mutilation, is the means 
of recalling many of the more pleasant reminis- 
cences of the War. Gen. Lawrence was brevet- 
ed four times for bravery on the field, while on 
staff duty with Stahl, Martindale, W. F. Smith, 
Ames. Heisason of William Beach w- 
rence, the eminent lawyer of New York, and an- 
thor of a standard work on International Law. 
Gen. L. isa student from the office of David 
Dudley Field, but bas given only limited atten- 
tion to his profession, A graduate of Harvard, 
including its law department, with ten years’ 
service as an attache of the American Legation 
at Vienna, and Minister Resident 1867-68 at 
Costa Rica, he 1s, of course, an intejligent man, 
and fills hia position with great credit. He is 
not ap enthusiast on the Black Hills question, 
and will favor only that which is fair for the 
people—the poor whites of the Ring are not in 
favor with the soldier Lawrence. 
CAPT. W. H. ASHBY, 

of Nebraska, is a fair representative of that class 
of Western men, who are young in years, but en- 
dowed with an energy andg iveness 
that generally ‘‘ knocks the persimmons” when 
it goes forthe bush. @api. Ashby was on the 
wrong side during the war, and carries five 
wounds as a certificate of that fact. He is most 
thoroughly reconstructed now, and is one of the 
strong men of the Commissiou. He is quick to 
see into the movements of the Ringites, and as 
quick to act, in all cases, to their upsetting. The 
present opportunity of seeing the Indian ele- 


‘phant is not waeted, and the time will come 


when he will use his ammunition with good ef- 
fect. The game is plenty, and as Ashby is a good 
shot, with either a gun or pen, the prospect of 
finding scalps in his tepee is promising. But 
few young men in his State stand as strong as 
he in the good will of the people, and his stand- 
ing has been gained deservedly by his action as 
a citizen and a worker in politics. 
COL. G. P. BEAUVAIS, OF ST. LOUIS, 
is the farther in years of the Commission, meas- 
uting them by sixty summers, for the winter of 
time has touched him but lightly. He is an old 
Indian trader, having entered the service of the 
American Fur Company as early as 1833, contin- 
uing in their employ for twenty years, when, in 
1853. he star out on his own venture. He 
epeaks fluently—English, French, Spanish, Mex- 
ican, Sioux, and the sign lan of the Plains 
Indians. He wasin the Black Hills country as 
early as 1842, andin bis long career has bought 
over 200,000 buffalo robes, besides at least one- 
half that number of other furs. His experiences 
with the tribes tm those early days are interest- 
ing to a high degree, -and furnish the ground- 
work fora volume hardly to be exceiled in its 
line. Col. Beauvais ie of French extraction, 
purely, well educated. and known by thousands 
of the Indians, who give him the title of ‘* Big 
Belly,” on aceount of that rotundity so well be- 
coming the reputable years of 60. His ac- 
uaintance with the Indians is a valuable aid to 
e work in band, and his sound business know!l- 
edge forbids any extravagant notions abont the 
proposed purchase. He was one of the 1868 
Commission. 

THE REV. SAMUEL D. HINMAY, ' 
the missionary among the Santee Sioux for the 
past fifteen years, has done a work in that line 
that is creditable in the highest degree. When 
he first went to his work he fyund the lodipns 
very far from beiug pet lambs, as the New Ulm 
massacre in Minnesota proved. After the War 
and the transfer of tha Santees to Dakota, 30 
miles above Yankton, andon the Missouri River, 
effective work commenced. The tribe was one 
of the wildest, now they own théir land,—each 
man having 80 acres; the Indians all live in 
comfortable houses, built by themselves. They 
pay by labor for all the aid they receive from 
the Government. Three Episcopal Churches and 
one Congregational Church have been buift, and 
are all well attended. The pulpite of two of

SHE DIVERSION OF THE JOBBING TRADE- FROM 
NEW YORK. 

We have reached that period in the autumn business 
of this important branch of trade when we feel au- 
thorized to draw conclusions as to resuite; and, while 

t iss pleasant duty to write that, in many particuiars, 
bere is both improvement and encouragement, there 
are other considerations forced upon ua im the crisis 
sonsequent upon the depression of the jast three years. 
ft will be conceded, we think, on all sides, that, in the 
matter of distributing @ry~ goods, as well as most 
kinds of merchandise, there has within the last decade 
grown up a large and thrifty clases of country jobbing 
firms, and that a good half of the goods “reaching the 
retailers of the country now passes through the hands 
of this class of merchants, located in the minor towns 
and cities, which not long ago was a part of the busi- 
mess of the cities of the seaboard,—principally New 
York, Boston, and Philadelphia. The natural laws 
which have caused businegs to take this drift will also 
perve to increase its magnitude; and it is a wise decis- 
fon on the part of all conceracd to reeognize it ae a 
fact and to act accordingly. 

It is not to be supposed, however, from these facts, 
that this commercial metropolis, with its capital and 
enterprise, is to be idle amd passive and to silently 
permit the cities of the interior to grow into impor-, 
tance at the expense of our apathy. The question that 
presents itself ghen is: How is New York to keép its 
Supremacy im tiris large trafic? We reply: By so 
reducing the expenses of conducting ite business that, 
with our other sdvantages, we can afford to sell 
eheaper than the interior jobber, and s0 attract all the 
business if is desirable we should bave. If we take 
the evidence, as to‘trade expenses, revealed by firms 
in bankruptcy, we can assume that 6 per cent, 8 per 
tent, and sometimes 10 per cent upon sales is about 
the expense incurred by our jobbers in conducting 
their business; a percentage fully double what was 
common before the War, and double the rate existing 
now in our thriving inland cities, where the item of 
rent is in comparison nothing, and where the working 
force is so utilized as to be probably half in expense 
what it costes in this city. 

To make our case more clear we give the following 
examples of the costs of conducting a jobbing busi- 
ness in this city and in one of the minor cities of the

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SYRIA, 
THE CHOLERA OVER IN DAMASCUS—MORE THAN 
5,000 DEATHS. 
A correspondent at Damascus, writing on the 


, 14th of August, says: “The cholera at Damas- 


cus is reported at an end by the authorities. 
There are now only one or two cases reported 
perday, and these for the most part readily 
yield to medical treatment. The outbreak 
commenced as early as the middle of 
April, aud we had not advanced far into 
June before the number of apparently sud- 
den deaths became so frequent as to strike ter- 
ror into the minds of the population, énd an ex- 
odus easier to imagine than to describe at once 
began. Long cavaicades of men, women, chil- 
dren, and servants, mounted each mn a bed 
and lehaf, or } arag spread over well-filled saddle- 
bags, were daily seen in the morning, or 
near sunset, wending their way through 
of Damascus, with terror 
their pale and haggard 
faces. But the doctors were still divided; some 
contend stoutly that those symptoms and sudden 
deaths were the result of apoplexy, diseases of 
the heart, and eating uoripe fruit, of which the 
Dsmascenes are immoderately fond, acted upon 
by the intense heat. The Government, with 
praiseworthy energy, before the end of June 
divided the city into districts and ap- 
pointed doctors and opened apothecaries’ 
shops for each district, though most of 
these so-cailed doctors were men of no medical 
——s whatever. The evil grew worse, aod on 
the 14th of July it reached its maximum. The 
bulletin on that day reported 365 fresh cases and 
219 deaths. It is well knovn that this statement 
fails far short of the real stateof the case, 
many suppressing the fact that their friends 
died of cholera, for fear of having the bed- 
ding and clothing burned and the walls 
of the house scraped, and otherwise much 
damage done, and the payment of a sum of mon- 
ey required, ali of which were strictly ordered by 
Government. It is estimated that between 20,- 
000 and 30,000 of the inhabitants have fled, aad 
ove. 5,000 have died from tbis ‘disease alone. 
The Christian and Jewish quarters were nearly 
desertec, and the few who remained kept close 
quarantine in their own houses. Those who left 
have suffered greatly, as the mountains have 
been inundated with them. Animals, houses, 
rovisions, and, indeed, every necessary of life, 
ve been trebled and even quadrupled in price, 
and, if amy person was ill, no money whatever 
would purchase either shelter or attention. In 
many instances a rope was tied round the head 
and feet of a dead body, and it was thus 
dragged to a distance and thrust into a hole, 
which was then filled with stoves. Thus, 
although the cholera is not at an end here, 
and the streets remain quiet and deserted, many 
are trying to find their way back who have the 
pearance of living skeletons, and who often 
fall victims to malignant fevers soon after their 
arrival. The Government has, very wisely and 
paternally, determined to aid these poor 
wretches, and has instituted a quaranune at 
the gates of the city, where, unless they pay 
an exorbitant sum, they are subjected 
to @ sanitary fumigation by sulphur mixed 
with other substances, altogether a villainous 
compound, out of which they crawl more dead 
than alive; and, indeed, it » said that in more 
cases than one, Geath has actually taken piace! 
What has caused ali this? is the mbmentous 
question. In the early spring season the Turk- 
ith troops from Yemen were trausferred to 
Syria. Is was a perfectiy-established fact that 
cholera existed in Yemen before they left, and 
the Egyptian Government had already estab- 
lished a quarantine against all vessels coming 
from that port. On board one of the men-of- 
war that carried these soldiers five fatal cases of 
cholera occurred. Yet, strange to say, the 
troops were landed at Tmpolie, and afterward 
sent to Hamah, without submitting to any quer- 
antine. On their way to that place several 
more of the soldiers died, but still no 
precantions were taken, and the troops were 
allowed to mix freely with the inbabitants. 
Hence the first outbreak of the disease in Ha- 
mah is fully accounted for, aud thence it has 
spread nortbward to Aleppo, Antioch, Latakia, 
and Scanderoon, and southward to Damascus 
and Beyrout. From this it would appear that 
the Turkish Government should be held respon- 
sible for what bas occurred here, and may still 
occur elsewhere, and should in future be made 
to take, with regard to their troops, the came 
sanitary measures which they are so eager to 
enforceat the present moment, atter the mis- 
chief is done, upon their unfortunate civilian 
subjects.”

The importance of the acdvertise- 
ment, of course, the Council will see, in a 
financial shape at least. 
SOME 3.65 THOUGHTS. 

A man who seriously contemplates the pos- 
sible results of the Keruzy 3.65 intércon- 
vertible greenback bond does so at the risk of 
softening of the brain. Any man who ‘would 
deliberately propose to give his notes with 
interest, pay the interest in other notes, con- 
vert the interest-bearing notes into non- 
interest-bearing notes, recopvert the non- 


| interest bearing notes into interest-bearing 


notes, and continue this process for all time, 
and call it paying his debts, would be set 
down as an irredeemable lunatic, and every- 
body with a reasonable desire to retain his 
faculties would refuse to transact business 
with such an individual. Mr. Kenuzy pro- 
poses that the Government shall not only go 
into this sort of business, but that the situa- 
tion shall be still more complicated by using 
this sort of stuff as currency. It is a hard 
matter to think or write connectedly about 
such a jumble and whirl of confusion, but 
here is a suggestion of some of the results 
likely to ensue. 

To begin with, the National Banks are to 
be abolished,—wiped out,—and their notes 
are to give way to greenbacks. We shall 
have, then, about $750,000,000 of greenbacks. 
Here two points should he noted, viz.: (1) 
The Government will lose a revenue of about 
$8,000,000 which the National Banks now 
pay in taxes; (2) The pledge of the Gov- 
ernment that the issue of legal-tenders shall 
not be more than $400,000,000 will have been | 
flagrantly violated,—provided the Supreme 
Court permits it to be done. 

The next suggestion is that all of this 
$750,000,000 of notes will go into 3.65 green- 
back bonds, except just enough to supply the 
absolute demand of the country for change. 
The bonds will be issued in $100 and multi- 
ples, and perhaps ¢ven as low as $50, and, it 
may be, still lower. In that case, what would 
efent the entire currency of the country 
going into 3.65 bonds, and these bonds them- 
selves becoming currency? Certainly every | 
institution and business man who had 
money idle for any length of time of not 
more than a week would convert his green- 
backs into these bonds. The banks would 
invest all their surplus and idle moneys 
therein. A convertible Government bond at 


"3.65 would be preferred to an individual call 


loan at 44 or 5 percent. Every $1,000would 
be earning 10 cents a day, and every $100 
one cent a day, and be just as convenient for 
use and in payment of debts or purchase of 
goods or lands as if it were kept in green- 
backs of a smaller denomination. Would 
not the act of conversion and reconversion 
be superfluous and useless? , Would not a 
$50 bond be received on deposié at its face 
value and accumulated interest as readily as 
the same amount of greenbacks? Would 
not the bonds, in other words, become a part 
of the currency of the land,—an awkward 
and cumbersome currency, to be sure, but 
one that is earning an interest. There would 
be the powerful inducement of $25,550,000 
annually, as this is the amount of interest at 
8.65 on $700,000,000, leaving $50,000,000 in 
greenbacks of a smaller denomination for 
change. Every man would desire to have 
his money earn a part of this vast sum, 
especially if it could be done without inter- 
fering with the necessities of his business. 

The effect of this, to trace the results no 
further, would be two-fold: Firat, as to the 
Government, it would lose : 


The only way to meet this increased in- 
terest and loss of revenue would be additional 
taxation ; and the additional taxation, under 
our system, would have to be, perhaps, $50,- 
000,000 to afford $35,000,000 of additional 
revenue. So far as the business public is 
concerned, the effect would be to create a 
tight money market; for, as long as: idle 
money is earning an annual interest of 3.65 
per cent, payable by the Government, there 
will have to be an extra inducement for the 
loaning of money to private individuals. One 
part of such an inducement will be a higher 
rate of interest ; another a demand for better 
securities ; both will tighten the money mar- 
ket, and make it harder to borrow than now. 

If we pursue the subject further, and ac- 
cept the ideas of dir. Ketizy’s exponents, 
the greenbacks that go into 3.65 bonds will 
be used in purchasing the bonds at a higher 
rate of gold interest. To do this, at the 
present rate, it will require $1,200,000 of 
cewrency to buy up $1,000,000 worth of the 
6 per cent gold bonds. This $1,200,000 will 
immediately go into 3.65 bonds. The Gov- 
ernment will have saved nominally $16,200 
in interest on this transaction, provided that 
greenbacks fall no lower than now, but in 
order to do this it will have increased the 
national debt $200,000 on every million. But 
the results do not stop here. If the Govern- 
ment uses the entire sum of $700,000,000 to 
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| within bounds to eay that gold bonds would 
soon cost 150, and then advance indefinitely 
perhaps to 200 or 250. In that case, the Gov- 
ernment will increase the debt by one-half or 
double it, and thereby lose all the advantage 
of the difference in interest. In the mean- 
time taxation will have enormously increased, 
the currency and the currency-bonds will be 
more variable in value than ever, and their 
value perhaps not 40 or 50 cents in gold; the 
business of the cotntry will be more seri- 
ously disturbed than ever and confidence 
more shaken, and the financial condition of 
the country will be so hopelessly intricate, 
confused, and chaotic that nothing short of 
repudiation will ever straighten it out. Per- 
haps this is the goal which the 3.65 scrip 


There is a little hope for Spain in the re- 
markable fact that, for the first time in its 
history, it is talking back to the Roman 
Curia, and virtually telling the Pope to mind 
his own business in political matters. Our 
readers will remember that we have already 
commented upon the fact that the Papal 
Nuncio has informed the Bishops of that 
country that they alone have the right to su- 
perintend the education of the people, and 
the Government that itunust prohibit all re- 
ligious exercises save the Roman Catholic. 
In that article we assumed the position that, 
while Spain was the only country in the 
world where the Pope could practically dic- 
tate to the Government and usurp its pre- 
rogatives by giving its instructions as to the 
course it should pursue, the Liberal element 
had grown strong enough to assert itself, 
and would undoubtedly make its influence 
felt. The proof hag come sooner than we 
had expected. A cable dispatch of the 
22d intimates that the Nuncio, who is the 
Pope by proxy, addressed a note to the late 
Government demanding the execution of the 
old concordat between Spain and the Vatican, 
which not,only includes the points we have 
already mentioned, but also as growing out 
of them, the payment of arrears due to the 
clergy from the Government, and the speedy 
nomination of Bishops to vacant Bisheprics. 
That Government, then on the verge of dis- 
solution, replied in a conciliatory but firm 
manner, endeavoring to convince the Nuncio 
that circumstances had changed. The new 
Ministry, as it now appears,is even more 
firm than the old one, and has not only 
wrestled with the Nuncio, but has instructed: 
its envoy at the Vatican to notify the Pope 
that while the Madrid Government will re- 
spect religion, it will at the same time pro- 
tect its rights. This is tantamount to a 
notification to the Pope that he mast abate 
his pretensions to dictate to the executive 
power of the nation, and it is the first enter- 
ing wedge which will eventually separate 
Church and State in the only country where 
the Curia now presumes to usurp executive 
authority in matters of State. It foreshadows 
a time speedily coming when Spain will as- 
sert her political independence, and the 
empty Papal threat to proclaim Don Cantos 
King will hasten the time. The Ouria may, 
as it has done before, place a crown upon the 
head of Don Cantos and go through the silly 
flourish of acknowledging him, amid the 
laughter of the nations, but this supreme and 
empty act of intervention will only unite the 
Spaniards more closely against him and 
strengthen the Liberal element. Light is 
evidently breaking in upon that distracted 
country, and the most hopeful sign for its 
future is that it has commenced, even at this 
late day, to throw off the fetters of religion 
and resist the persecutions of priestcraft. In

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THE MISSISSIPPI ATROCITIES. 

The Vicksburg Herald, one of the promi- 
nent White-League organs and negrophobists 
of the South, takes exceptions to a recent ar- 
ticle in Tux Curoaco Trrsunx, in which the 
assertion was made that the Clinton riots in 
Mississippi were the legitimate results of the 
teachings of that and other similar papers. 
Says the Herald: 

The Herald has never encouraged rioting, and has 
always counseled peace. It has never desired w see 
negroes of the country harmed, but it’ has constantly 
urged that, wherever a riot occurred, the poor, de- 
luded negroes should be spared. Whenever the kill- 
ing of anybody is made necessary by acts of lawless 
violence, the Herald has always favored the killing of 
white scoundreis,—the earpet-baggers and renegades 
who.are the authors of all our troubles! 

This does not alter our opinions of the re- 
sults of the teachings of that paper, but, on 
the other hand, confirms them and shows 
that we were in the right. It has not only 
induced the gang of white ruffians of Vicks- 
burg to murder inoffensive negroes at Clin- 
ton, but it now declares itself in favor also of 
murdering ‘‘ carpet-baggers,”—that is, North- 
ern men who have gone South to live, and 
who have the same right to live there that 
the editor of the Vicksburg J7erald has; and 
of “ renegades,”—that is, Southern men who 
do not think as he does. 

As a further illustration of the teachings of 
the Herald we have a case in point. Mr. 
Harva, a Northern man from Pennsylvania, 
went South about six years ago and located 
in Hinds County, Mississippi, as a planter. 
During the first four years he fol- 
lowed farming, while his wife taught 
a colored school. For a year or two 
past he has been engaged in teaching the 
colored children to read and write, a few 
miles away from his home. One night, a 
fortnight ago, en his return home he passed 
some of his white neighbors, whose attitude 
towards him convinced him that they meant 
him harm. That night a crowd of fifty white 
Democrats broke his door down with a fence 
rail, forced their way in and murdered him 
by shooting him, at the same time choking 
and abusing his wife and threatening to kill. 
her and the children if they made any outcry. 
They followed up this brutal and cowardly 
assassination by killing all the negroes they 
could find abéut the place. Subsequently 
they compelled the poor woman to abandon 
her little property and flee to the Nortli for 
safety. In an interview with a correspondent 
of the Cincinnati Gazette she says: “If 
they had warned my husband to leave he 
would have gone, but they gave us no notice. 
I do not know what they could have against 
him, except that he wasa Republican and 
taught a colored school.”

and his family driven away into destitution. 
Now, let us turn the tables. Suppose that 
a Democrat from Vicksburg should come 
North and open a school in one of the subur- 
ban towns of this county, filled with an ji. 
thermore, that, being a Democrat, the Re. 


publicans should be afraid of his influence, 
and should fear that his teachings would 
make these foreigners less docile, less easy of 
intimidation, and less liable to be imposed 
upon and abused, and keep them from voting 
the ticket. Suppose that they 
should decide, therefore, that he must be put 
out of the way, and that a gang of 
Republicans should go to his house in 
the night-time, and mot only murder 
him, but also drive his wife and children 
back into the South in a state of utter desti- 
tution! Such an act as this, which would be 
the exact parallel of what has occurred in 
Mississippi a few days ago, would raise such 
an outburst of indignation in this county and 
State that the murderers would be instantly 
hunted down, arrested, and hanged upon 
conviction. Every. man accessory to the act 
would be sent to the State Prison. The Re- 
publicans would be tho most active in the 
prosecution, and Tue Cxicaco Trrsvune 
would head the crusade. We have not heard, 
however, that the infamous Mississippi mur- 
der has occasioned any excitement in that 
State among the Democrats, or that the Dem- 
ocrats have demanded the prosecution of the 
Democratic murderers, or that the Vicksburg 
Herald has headed any crusade for their ar- 
rest and punishment. 

The reason for his obliviousness to the 
murder of a Northern schoolmaster is the 
fact that he belongs to a class which is os- 
tracized by the Herald and its followers, and 
is not allowed to have any rights in the 
South. Consequently, if he assumes to have 
any rights, there is no wrong in murdering 
him, whether he be black or white. We had 
supposed that this enorniity was burned out 
of the South with gunpowder a few years 
ago, and that it had accepted reconstruction 
in good faith, and the fact that every foot of 
American territory is equally free to every 
American. An Illinoisan has just as many 
rights in Mississippi as a Mississippian in 
Illinois. This mprdered schoolmaster had 
just as good right to teach colored men in 
Mississippi as the editor of the Vicksburg 
Herald has to print his paper there. [If it 
| were a crime for the one to teach, then it is 
acrime for the other to print; and if the 
murder of the one was right, then the mur- 
der of the other wonld be right also. If 
this is the view of human rights which 
is held in the South, then there is 
certainly need of another visitation to 
the South, and a vigorous burning ont 
of these remants of treason with more pow- 
der. If the editor of the Vicksburg Herald 
is really in favor of killing ‘‘ carpet-baggers” 
and ‘‘ Southern renegades ” because they do 
not think as he does, then he should taste 
the first fruits of this visitation, and be made 
to know that he has no more rights in Mis- 
sissippi than a Northern man, be he black or 
white, Republican or Democrat. [If this 
proposition is denied, the issue might as well 
be made at once and settled. This is not a 
perfect Union until there is equality of rights, 
irrespective of color or of politics, and until 
Republican principles can be upheld in the 
South just as safely as Democratic principles 
are upheld in the North. This must be done, 
if it requires the hanging of the editor of the 
Vicksburg Herald and every other White. 
Leaguer and negro-hater in the State of Mis- 
sissippi. Vicksburg has been taken once, and 
can be taken again if the occasion requires. 
Is the Vicksburg feraid in favor of the 
policy we have mapped out as the only poli- 
cy whieh can restore peace in the South and 
the perfect union of all the States ? 

A CURIOUS AGRICULTURAL VIEW OF 
FINANCE. 

The National Agricultural Congress has 
held its fourth annual session in Cincinnati, 
with representatives from several of the 
Western and Southern States. Col. Garr- 
rirn, of Nashville, Tenn., occupied the 
chair, and delivered an opening address 
which contained some remarkable utterances 
on finance. He included among the special 
drawbacks to agriculture the system of 
National Banks, and on the general subject 
of finance offered the following remarks : 

One of the most difficult, if not the most difficult, 
question withm the whole range of political economy 
is finance; and I approach it with distrust of my 
ability and difidence unfeigned; for the greatest 
minds of this country have grappled with the subject 
but to be baffled, and give out opposing views to those 
of other equally gifted minds. And yet my mind is 
firm im the belief, amounting to conviction, that the 
system of National Banks is crippling and sapping all 
the interest of the industrial and producing people; 
and the people must demand a system of currency 
based upon the reai estate of the country—euch as the 
Government has the power to regulate—gr cks 
with a Aged and untform value, to be increased, pari 
paseu, with the increase of population, to meet the 
demands of exchange and commerce. 

In brief, then, Col. Grirrrra’s remedy is to 
abolish National Banks and issue a Govern- 
ment currency based upon the real estate of 
the country. 

1. In regard to the National Banks, we are 
inclined to think that a majority of the farm- 
ers in this country are intelligent enough to re- 
member what the National Banks have done for 
the productive and industrial interests of this 
country. They are loaning about one thor- 
sand millions of dollars for the purchase and 
movement of agricultural products and sup- 
port of manufactures, —$500,000,000 of their 
own capital and $500,000,000 of the general 
capital of the country in the shape of depos- 
its, which has keen kept in circulation 
and in a loanable condition . through 
the means of these 2,000 fiscal 
agents. They have made their notes of 
issye absolutely secure by the deposit of 
United States bonds in an amount consider. 
ably exceeding the issue of notes. We do 
not see how any reasonable man can accuse 
the National Banks of ‘crippling and sap- 
ping all the interests of the industrial and 
producing people,” in view of this condition 
of things. We do not believe that Col. Grrr. 
FITH’s unsupported statement to that effect 
will have much influence upon the farmers of 
this country, multitudes of whom deposit 
with and borrow from the National Banks. 

2. As regards the proposed Government 
currency, we may say that whenever Col. 
Gauirrira or the National Agricultural Con- 
gress will devise a plan that will give green- 
backs “a fixed and uniform value,” we shall 
be prepared to indorse it fully and heartily, 
but no such plan has been proposed. At 
present, however, Col. Grrrrirs is altogether 
wrong when he says that ‘“‘the Government 
has it in its power to regulate paper 
money, but has no control over metallic 
currency.” The very converse of this 
proposition is true. The Government may 
regulate gold and silver by coinage, so that a 
dollar has always a fixed and orm stand- 
ard ; but it cannot give a piece of paper a 
fixed and uniform value by printing a dollar- 
mark thereon. If the Agricultural 
would think a moment, it would have to ad- 
mit that thisistrue. 

8. We fear that a currency based upon the 
real estate of the country would not attain 
the fixedness and uniformity desired any bet- 
ter than the present currency based on the 
“faith and resources of the nation.” The 


value of a realestate security, like that of | 
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any other security, depends upon its convert- 


ibility into money. A currency based there- 
on would, in order to have any value, have to 
give a direct ien upon some particular real 
estate. Every note would have to be a mort- 
gage or trust-deed, so that the holder might 
foreclose speedily by the process of law 
if the Government failed to redeem 
the note in real money upon its 
presentation. Now, what real estate does 
Col. Grirriru propose the Government shall 
pledge in this manner{! Is it the improved 
farms owned by the constituency of the 
National Agricultural Congress? The farm- 
ers will probably begin to inquire by what 
right the Government assumes to mortgage 
their private property for the redemption of 
its scrip. Is it the Government buildings? 
Shall every $10 note be a lien upon a particu- 
lar stone in the Capitol, or a beam in the 
White House, or a brick in the Chicago 
Custom-House? Or is it the Government 
wild lands? In this case, the first thing 
the National Agricultural College must 
do is to induce the United States 
Congress to repeal the Homestead 
laws, We fancy that the farmers will like- 
wise oppose this proposition ; or, if they 
consented, the public lands not already pre- 
empted would go @ very small way in re- 
deeming $1,000,000,000 of Government 
notes, or more. We think it is in order for 
the advocates of a currency “ based on real 
estate” to explain just what real estate is to 
be mortgaged, and how it is to be sold out 
or turned into coin im order to give the 
‘fixed and uniform value” to greenbacks 
when presented for redemption. 

It may be said right here that the farmers 
are not to benefited by any wild and visionary 
suggestions of this kind; and, if the Nation- 
al Agricultural Congress ‘has nothing better 
to offer, it will do just as well to dispense 
with its future sessions. 

SECRET SOCIETIES IN POLITICS. 

It is safe to say that there never was a se- 
cret political organization in this country 
whose existence vas not very brief, whose 
influence upon public affairs was not perni- 
cious in the end, and whose leading members 
did not live to regret their connection with 
the movement. Every student of history 
knows this from the lessons that he has 
gleaned from the past, and every man of ma- 
ture years knows it from his own personal 
observation. In this country and in all other 
countries the banding together of men in the 
dark with oaths, signs, grips, pass-words, and 
penalties,—resolving in secret and acting in 
secret,—has always accomplished more hurt 
than good, and society, religion, individuals, 
and the State have each suffered more or less 
in consequence of such organizations. This 
assertion is a very broad one, but it is proved 
to be correct by the workings of every secret 
political society that ever had an existence in 
the United States. Take, for example, the 
history of the Know Nothings,—an or 
der that sprung up in a night 
all over New England, and especially 
in Massachusetts,—getting temporary pos- 
session of all the State offices and electing 
Governors, Congressmen, and Senators; 
what credit is now accorded to the men who 
belonged to that midnight band, or what per- 
manent beneficent measures of public policy 
did they inaugurate and crystalize into law? 
They stimulated passion, excited religious 
prejudice, fomented jealousies, and fostered 
traditional and sectarian hate—that was all. 
The same may be said, and much worse, of 
the Knights of the Golden Circle, the White 
League, and the Ku-Klux Klans, of the South. 
The record of some of these gangs of secret 
plotters are as revolting and bloody as simi- 
lar organizations in Paris under the lead of 
the cruel and fiendish Roszsprerre in the 
dark days of the French Revolution. Even 
Free Masonry, that has kept itself gener- 
ally free from all complicity with political 
movements, has never departed from its safe 
rule ia a single instance without serious hurt 
to the organization, and without bringing 
confusion and disaster to the men who were 
directly engaged in the new departure. 

Now this is briefly preliminary to the warn- 
ing that Taz Trrsunz wishes to send forth 
to Col. Jouw Cocuranz, Grand Master of the

Now, asking questions of men who are can- 
didates for public office is all well enough, 
but it is what lies back of it that we complain 
about,—the attempt to elect ordefeat men by 
the machinery or connivance of a secret po- 
litical organization and not in a fair field and 
by an open fight. If Col. Coourane’s thirteen 
questions mean anything, they mean to sub- 
ject the candidate to the ordeal of the secret 
lodge-room, and in some sections where the 
Grange is in the ascendant his fate will be 
decided weeks before the balance of the 
electors go to the ballot-box. Here is the

they are now evidently seeking to use all the 
springs of a powerful secret organization to 
benefit themselves?

The first is the serious injury 
which this agrarian Porrer law has already in- 
flicted upon the business and credit of Wis- 
consin at home and abroad, and the second 
is the wide-spread suspicion on the part of 
many leading Republicans of the State that 
there is avery large Reform cat hid away 
under Col. Jomw Cocmrane’s little heap of 
meal.

SERVIA AND TURKEY. 

The disinclination of a large number of the 
Servians—it is difficult to say whether or not 
they form a majority—to take up arms in be- 
half of Herzegovina and Bosnia is doubtless 
due to the fact that Servis is much better off, 
politically considered, than the other prov- 
inces. It is practically independent. No 
Turkish tax-gatherer invades it. No Turkish 
garrison domineers over its cities. It collects 
its own taxes and administers its own affairs. 
It pays Turkey an annuity of £100,000 a year 
and thatisall. The explanation of its al- 
leged desire for peace, or rather of the sudden 
abandonment of warlike purposes, is , proba- 
bly the reported promise that Turkey would 
grant a like autonorcy to the rest of her north- 
ern provinces, if there was no general revolft, 
It is by no means certain, however, that this 
promise has been made, or that, if made, it 
will be kept, or, indeed, that the certainty of 
its fulfillment would suffice to keep Servia 
quiet. The latest news looks uncommonly 
like war. ‘To be sure, the Servian Parliamen?é 
has adopted what purports to be a “‘ peace 
address” in response to the message sent it 
by Prince Mrzano, but certain sentences in it 
do not sound very peaceful. The passage 
which directly refers to Bosnia and Herzego- 
vina begins by saying : ‘‘ Perpetual suffering 
has compelled our brethren to take up arms. 
Our hearts bleed for them. We shall 
give your Highness every means to 


Nenable you to assist in restoring peace to 


Bosnia and Herzegovina, and confide in your 
wisdom for the accomplishment of this noble 
mission.” ‘“‘ Restoring peace” is avery 
vague expression. We fought four years for 
the sake of restoring peace to this country. 
The interpretation which the Servian Minis- 
ter of War puts upon the phrase is shown by 
his ordering five batteries of artillery and 
four battalions of troops to march at once to 
the Bosnian frontier. When this order has 
been executed, nothing but an imaginary line 
will separate this little army from a 
Turkish force. The authorities at Con- 
stantinople evidently do not approve 
of the Servian scheme for restoring peace. 
According to a direct dispatch from Belgrade, 
5,000 Turkish troops have been sent to occu- 
py part of Servia, and extensive earthworks 
are being put up by the Servians to prevent 
their entering the province. 

It is unfortunate that the Eastern turmoil 
has been made the occasion of great gam- 
bling in stocks at London. This males all the 
news from the seat of war more or less un- 
trustworthy, inasmuch as the value of false 
telegrams in bulling or bearing the market is 
as well understood in London as it is in New 
York. It is evident that the situation is seri-, 
ous, but the details sent by telegraph cannot 
be fully relied upon. A |

The other candidates 
are : For Lieutenant-Governor, D, W. Gilfilian, 
of Trempeauleau ; for Secretary of State, H. W. 

D. W. Ball, of 
Green ; for Attorney-General, William Munro, 
of Brown; for Superintendent of Public In- 
struction, Thompson, of Monroe. The move- 
ment never had any strength to speak of, and 
all rational advocates of Temperance Reform 
will rejoice that it has beep rendered utterly 
abortive.

Correavondence of The Chicago Tribune, 
Dererz, Wis., Sept. -23.—History tells us that 
| the Six Nations of New York were the Mohawks,

Mr. Romeyn discussed various so-called snper- 
naturai pheyomenona, including Spiritualem 
and witchcraft. There were undoubtedly many 
conscientious believers in Spiritualism, and 
he would have po quarrel with any man’s 
belief. He quoted “Redfield on Wills” 
as follows: “The courts will feel 
compelled to purge the law of all pretensions 
where the ipvisibie spirits assume to exercise 
control over the minds aud free wills of testators 
‘un the performance of testamentary acts. A 
testament which is the result of spiritual dicta- 
tion is not the free and upbiased act of the tes- 
tor. And whether wecail it the offspring of 
insane delusion or undue infinence, is not per- 
baps very important. In either case the free 
will of the testator s equally involved.”

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 
Oxuroaco, Sept. 24—There appears to be s 
movement on foot for the purpose of effecting 
a scheme for the opening of ¢he Art-Hali to the 
public on Sundays, which was probably ioangu- 
rated by some thoughtless or ignorant persons, 
who have little regard for religion on the Sab- 
bath.

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THE CHURCH TRIAL. 
WITHDRAWAL OF THE DEFENDANT. 


The trial of Mr. Ira Brown for alleged im- 
moralities was continued last evening at the 


Ada Street M. E. Church. 
The mivutes of the last meeting were read 


by the Clerk. They were quite voluminous, 
having been taken in short-hand, and the read- 


ing occupied nearly an hour. 

After this tedious proceeding Mr. Culver, at- 
torney for Mr. Brown, arose and said that he 
had a communivation from Mr, Brown which 
would materially shorten the trial. 

The Chairman, Mr. Guerney, read the com- 
munication, which set forth thatthe charges 
ayainst the writer were frivolous, with the ex- 
ception of the last, and in regard to that he 
would say‘that po man had ever heard him utter a 

rofane word. He closed by saying that his 
health was poor, and bis business demanded his 
enture attention ; so that he would withdraw en- 
tirely from the trial. : 
The concluding portion of thie document cre- 
ated, at its reading, considerable s2nsation 
among the auditors, of whom there were a good- 
ly number, brought thither by the hope of hear- 
ing more of the delectabie kind of evidence that 
was given on the preceding evening. 
No action was taken upov the communication. 
Mr. Frank, counsel for the chureb, proceeded 
tasintroduce as evidence a number of ponderous 
legal documents, being copies of the quo war- 
ranto proceeding in which Mr. Brown recently 
took a hand, together with other bills connected 
with the eburch litigation. 
Mr. John Braidwood, Trustee of the Oburch, 
was called to the stand and testified in regard to 
anu interview with Brown, at which the latter 
promised to withdraw all his wicked expressions 
about Dr. Dandy. 
Mr. ©. A. Maydwell, at whose instance the 
present trial was instituted, testified that he had 
a conversation with Mr. Brown at the time the 
Garland suit was in the Supreme Court. He 
asked Mr. Brown what he would do 1n case the 
suit was decided in favor of the church, and the 
latter replied: ** Never mind! I have it all ar- 
ranged. Iwill fight it out if it takes ten years 
and costs $1,000 a year.” 
Mr. Vesey gave a few statistics concerning the 
condition of the church. Ths present member- 
ship is only 125, while it was formerly 2580. 
Mr. Thomas Garland was next summoned as a 
witness, but refused to take the stand. 
Mr. Samuel Polkey testified in regard to the 
bogus injunction that was served at a church 
election several months ago. He had since seen 
ex-Constable Swinburn, who had served the in- 
junction, and that individual claimed that he 

ad supposed the document authentic. 

The meeting was then adjourned until Mon- 
day evening, at which time it is expected 
that the evidence will be finished and the trial 
brought to a close. ,

The Committee on Town and Town Aceounts 
was in session yesterday, and audited the bills 
referred at the last meeting of the Board. 

A majority of the members of the County 
Board will visit Lemont this morning, on invita- 
tion, to inspect the quarries which are to furnish 
the stone for the new Court-House. 


Joseph Goetz, incarcerated in the County Jail 
two weeks ago atthe instance of a Supervisor 
residing in the neighborhood of Lemont, charged 
with being insane, will be released to-day. There 
is something mysterious in his incarceration. He 
has never n allowed a hearing, which is un- 
usual in such cases, and, worse than this, bas 
been regarded as of sane mind by those who 
bave had him in charge. 


Here is more trouble for Peltzer and his ab- 
stract-books.

He simply said 
in an imprompiu way to Gen. Lieb, ‘* General, 
nothing is so becoming to man as to gracefully 
obey the mandates of a court.” This version of 
the conversation comes from Mr. Peltzer, and is 
authentic. 

DID A MAN NAMED CAISAR LIVE? 

It is told on a County Commiesioner that a 
few days ago he was whiling away an hour in 
one of the anatomical museums of the city. 
His dignified official position won for him more 
attention fhan is generally shown an ordinary 
visitor.

OOUNTY GAS AND PLUMBING. 

The Committee on Public Buildings and Pub- 
lic Obarities met yesterday afternoon. Several 
new proposals were received and read to pat 
gas-machines in the Insane Asylum,—one 
from the |Coleman Company, one from 
the Springfield Company, oue from 
the Chicago Gas-Machine Company, and one 
from the Illinois Pneumatic Company. The 
agents of the several companies being present, 
were allowed to appear before the Committee 
and explain the qualities of the gas they pro- 
posed to supply. The process was tedious, and 
to the Committee the quality of the several ma- 
chines seemed to yary with the talking ®bilities

Upoa the conclasion of the talk, Commission- 
er Guenther moved that the proposition of the 
Western Excelsior Gas Company be accepted. 

Some discussion evsied, when Commissioner 
Hoides moved that the proposition of the Pnen- 
matic Company te increase the capacity of the 
present machine be accepted. 

The whole question «was then, on motion, de- 
ferred, and the Committee agreed to visit the 
Asvium Tuesday to inquire into the feasibility 
of the preposition. 

The Committee then took up the bill of Jo- 
seph Hogan for furnishing the maerial and do- 
ing the plumbing work at the Insane Asylum, 
amounting to over $900, which was laid over 
from the last meeting. 

The bill was taken up by items, and Mr. Ho- 

gan was present to explain them as they were 
called. In the item of 200 feet of 2-inch pipe, 
charged at 35 cents per foot, he explained thas 
he had charged ** list” rates, upon which there 
was a discount of 50 per cent. e had charged 
“let” prices to cover freight, hauling, etc., 
eg he said was necessary to save him from 
ons. 
Mr. Hagan then presented a recapitulation of 
his bill, abowing what profit had been made 
upon the different items, which aggregated 
$231.50. 

In answer to questions about the “ car- 
fare” and ‘‘cartage items, he made some fur- 
ther explanations, whieh, while they were about 
as clear as mud, served the purpose. 

Commissioner Conly moved the allowance of 
the bill. 

Commissioner Clough opposed the allowance, 
and called the attention of the Committee to the 
fact that the pipe and other material charged in 
the bill were in excess of the specifications 
for the work. Mr. Hogan had made 
@ profit on the labor in doing the work, and he 
thought it a reprehensibie practice for the coun- 
ty to be paying a profit of all the way from 30 to 
50 per cent on the material ander the circum- 
stances, when the same could have been saved 
te the county. 

After some further discussion, the bill was al- 
lowed in fall. 

Several estimates from contractors were sub- 
mitted and recommended to be paid, after which 
the Committee adjourned. ;

THOSE ABSTRACT-BOOKS. 

The trouble over the abstract-books is ap- 
parently just begun, for a suit was commenced 
yesterday by Louise Pasdeloup and Ross Finlay- 
son, Administrator and Admivistratrix of Fran- 
cis Pasdeioap, deceased, against Arnoid E. W1l- 
manns, ey Thielcke, the County Com- 
missioners, Otto Peltzer, Herroann Lieb, and H. 
B. Miller, which involves the title to that portion 
of them sold by Thielcke & Wilmaons to the 
county. The complainante state that Pasdeloup 
and Wilmanns had been for about six years prior 
to June, 1871, copartners ia the business of fur- 
nishing abstracts of title to land in Cook County. 
In the prosecution of their business they made 
and kept letter-press copies of the ab- 
stracts made by them, and also other 
books called *‘ Original Entry Books,” “‘ Judg- 
ment Record Books,” Tax-Sale Books,” 
Tract Indices,” and other memoranda of like 
character. The value of the books cannot be 
stated, but it is claimed to be at present about 


$30,000. 

In June, 1872, Francis Pasdeloup died in- 
testate, and complainants have geen appointed 
representatives of his estate. They state that 


books above mentioned, which books have since 
been in the possession of the surviving partner, 
Wilmanns, and that the latter has used them in 
bis business until about the ist of the present 
mouth, when they were sold to the County 
Commissioners. 

At the time of Pasdeloup’s death the firm of 
which he was a member was not in debt, and 
there’ was nearly $1,000 due them. Part of 
this amount has since been coilected 
by Wilmanns. He has, however, refused 
to account for any part of it, and claims that he 
ig not responsible for the same, and that Pasde- 
loup had no title to the abstract books. This 
the complainants deny, and in conclusion ask 
that an account may be had with Wilmanns, that 
their title to oné-half the proceeds of the ab- 


stract books may be recognized, and that the 
County Commissioners, Lieb and Miller may be 
enjoined from paying over to Peltzer and Wil- 
manns the sum of $15,000, or one-half the value, 
out of the $45,000 agreed to be paid for the 


books.

Menpora, Iit., Sept. 23.—Mr. Cnarles T.: Tay- 
lor, President of the Medota Driving-Park As- 
sociation, has returned here with the champion- 
ship medal that is to accompany the $5,000 purse 
to be given to the first winoer of the grand stall- 
ion race to come off in Mendota on the 2ist of 
next month. The medal was manufactured in 
New York, and is not only a perfect chef- 
d’ couvre, but is, without exception, the finest 
of the kind that was ever gotten up on this Con- 
tinent. It is 3%¢ inches im diameter by neariv 
half an inch thick; weighs 94¢ ounces; and is 
made of solid 18-carat gold. The upper surface 
contains a fac-simile of the wonderful!
